benefits are payable in old age or 
to certain survivors in case of 
death.

The correction chief said a care­ 
ful screening process is followed 
in selecting prisoners for Marion.

When fully com­ 
pleted, Koblentz reported, the in­

Koblentz said Marion is expect- J 
ed to house 1.000 men by the end 
of this year. 
“ W e’re sending men to Marion 
just as fast as new housing and j 
jobs become available. The jobs 
depend, to a great extent, on how 
quickly shops can be activated. 
“ We have now completely ac­ 
tivated a garment factory. A furn­ 
iture factory may be activated in 
June and a sheet metal factory 
may be ready late this summ er.”

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JOIN THE PARADE 
AGRICULTURE in America is in a state 
of flux, and there is a heavy suspicion that 
markets will have more to do with its final 
composition than anything the politicians 
may be able to bring forth. 
Aloof that line the statistics of consum­ 
er preferences remain unvarying. 
Con­ 
sumption of red meat is at an annual pace 
of 162 pounds per capita this year, which 
is 37 pounds over the average of the 1935-39 
period. This compares with a loss of 27 
pounds per capita of potato consumption 
during the 20-year era and a loss of 3d 
pounds per capita annually for w h e a t 
flour. 
Along with red meat, big gains are scor­ 
ed for poultry, eggs and milk. The increas­ 
ing consumer preference for fruit and 
vegetables is an old story. 
There was a time when the people of 
this nation consumed cereals and o t h e r 
starch foods heavily because they w e r e 
cheaper. People also worked harder phys­ 
ically then and could consume different 
types of food. Now there is more money 
for costlier foods. Machine reduction of 
physical effort alone is said to have elim­ 
inated a market for 83 million bushels of 
wheat annually. 
The lesson is plain for any agricultural 
area. Join the consumer preference parade 
or get hurt. 


TV ULCERS IN CHILDREN 
A PHYSICIAN reported at a meeting in 
Chicago that a three-vear study of the emo­ 
tional stability of children revealed that 
it was sharply affected by television. 
Lt. Com. E. P. Thomas, USN. said that 
while he worked with the Child Guidance 
Clinic in Indianapolis he found that TV had 
even caused stomach u l c e r s in some 
youngsters. He said the ulcers developed 
as a result of emotional strain brought 
about by watching certain crime programs. 
At the same meeting, of the PTA unit at 
a Navy housing project, parents were 
asked what they considered best shows 
and worst shows for children. 
“Best” included Mickey Mouse C l u b , 
Kukla, Fran and Ollie, Lassie, Disneyland, 
Ding-Dong School, Mr. Wizard, Wide Wide 
World, Zoo Parade. 
“Worst” included nearly all westerns. 
These were merely one group’s ideas. It 
is good, though, that parents are d o i n g 
some thinking about this problem. Ameri­ 
cans get enough ulcers when they are 
adults without beginning just out of t h e 
cradle. 


WAR OF THE GENERATIONS 
IN THE LIVES of the young there comes 
a time, usually in the years immediately 
following graduation from high s c h o o l , 
when they are hard put to it to tolerate 
parents. 
Commended for their study is a recent 
statement of a renowned psychologist that 
the peak of mental attainment is reached 
between the ages of 30 and 70. 
Given due thought, this theory may help 
the young to bridge the years between the 
time they begin to consider parents a prob­ 
lem and the time when parenthood brings 
an awareness of a new problem—how to 
put up with children. 


George E. Sokolsky's 
These Days 


ta* 
Guy Burgess of the 
Burgess-MacTean 
partnership of Russian spies in Great Brit­ 
ain and the United States wrote a piece for 
The London Sunday Express, last Febru­ 
ary, which is of interest at the present mo­ 
ment because of implications in relation to 
the forthcoming Khrushchev-Bulganin visit 
to Great’Britain. 
Burgess clarifies Russian policy, as he 
understands it, after having said that he 
and Maclean have had every opportunity to 
meet Russians “of different kinds and at 
all levels, except the highest official level.'* 
Then he says: 
“It has been said that we tried to hurt 
Anglo-American friendship in the state­ 
ment that we made (when they first show­ 
ed themselves to foreign correspondents). 
This assumption is as false as would be 
any illusion on our part that we could do 
anything much to hurt this friendship even 
if we wanted to. Only Mr. Dulles could do 
that.” 
This is very interesting because obvious­ 
ly John Foster Dulles is now being por­ 
trayed as the enemy of Great Britain as 
part of the Communist Party line in all 
parts of the world. If he does not go along 
with British policy with regard to the Near 
East, it is to be remembered that Sir An­ 
thony Eden has not gone along with Amer­ 
ican policy with regard to the Far East. 
As a matter of fact, if there is any dis­ 
turbance of Anglo-American relations, it is 
because Great Britain recognized Red Chi­ 
na too soon and having done that departed 
altogether from both America and Brit­ 
ish concepts of right by insisting that Red 
China could shoot its way into the United 
Nations. It has been said, but not official­ 
ly, that Great Britain recognized Red Chi­ 
na after having been promised that t h e 
! United States would quickly follow. 
lf such a claim, which I heard in London 
a year ago, is correct, the British w e r e 
taken in. 
Burgess says that he wrote a speech for 
his chief in the Foreign Office which “ran 
roughly as follows” : 
“The Chinese People’s Government is a 
government of Chinese people by Chinese 
people and for Chinese people. That is why 
we have recognized it and that is why it is 
surprising that the United States has not 
got around to doing so.” 
In a word, this man, a Russian agent, 
who skipped out of his own country while 
| under investigation and who now is in 
Moscow in the employ of the Russian For­ 
eign Office, wrote a speech which actually 
describes British policy and w h i c h de­ 
nounces ( “it is surprising” ) American pol­ 
icy. 
j 
He does no say when he wrote 
t h a t 
speech but Burgess was employed in the 
British Foreign Office during the years 
11944 to 1951 and therefore he could not have 
been without knowledge of the Korean War 
which took so many American lives. Could 
it have been Bevin or Morrison for whom 
the speech was writ ten0 
He met in Washington American offi­ 
cials who agreed with him about Red Chi­ 
na. He does not say who they were. He at­ 
tributes the American failure to recognize 
Red China to the China Lobby, of which 
Alfred Kohlberg says he is the sole propri­ 
e to r , although I am willing to claim a par­ 
ticipation, and the Right Wing of the Re­ 
publican Party, which in the United States 
Senate is the leadership of that party. He 
apparently does not believe that the vot­ 
ers have any interest in the matter.

WE are so accustom ed to m edi­ 
cal inoculations an d injections 
these days th a t the physician’s 
needle holds little fear for m ost 
of us. B ut for some people, in jec­ 
tions m ay prove very painful. 
Maybe you are one of them . If 
so, perhaps your trouble can be 
traced to a childhood fear of the 
needle. Or m aybe your skin is 
very sensitive to th e injection. 
Irritates Skin 
Possibly the antiseptic Irritates 
your skin or the drug itself m ay 
do th e same. 
If injections have been painful 
to you in th e past, I th in k it s 
advisable 
to 
tell 
your 
doctor 
about this before your n ex t inoc­ 
ulation. T here are m any precau ­ 
tions th a t can elim inate the pain. 
For one thing, he can m ake 
sure the injection is n o t m ade in 
areas where you repo rt chronic or 
recu rrin g pain or w hich have 
been painful in past injections. 
He can easily locate any te n ­ 
derness simply by probing the 
proposed site with his fingers. He 
c a n also anesthetize the skin by 
spraying ethyl chloride over th e 
a re a for two or three seconds. 
T his “freezing ’ does not interfere 


with th e action of the antiseptic. 
To avoid deep pain, the doctor 
can add anesthetic to the solu­ 
tion to be injected. D iluting th e 
solution with one to two per cent 
procaine hydrochloride probably 
will lessen th e irritation. 
If th e very injection of the 
needle h u rts badly, your doctor 
can w ithdraw it to a point ju st 
under the skin and th e n direct it 
into th e muscle from a different 
angle. 
Most 
physicians, 
of 
course, 
keep th e ir equipm ent in excellent 
order. B u t occasionally barbs de­ 
velop on some needles. If your 
doctor knows th a t the injection 
m ight cause undue pain, he will 
be careful to use a new needle. 
And h e ’ll also pick a sh a rp on# 
with th e sm allest diam eter. 
Bo, for your own good, let your 
doctor know if you’ve h a d p ain ­ 
ful experiences with p ast inocu­ 
lations.

With oats seeding time at hand, 
Gordon J. Ryder, Ohio State Uni­ 
versity extension agronomist, of­ 
fers farmers two suggestions for 
maximum yields—seed on time and 
use recommended varieties. 
Ryder says farmers who 
seed 
oats after mid-April can expect a 
bushel per acre per day decrease 
in yield, and the later the seeding 
date the greater cut in yield. 
Oats varieties on Ohio’s rec­ 
ommended 
list 
include 
Clint- 
land, Clinton 59, Ajax, Andrew 
and No. 0-205. All are high yield­ 
ers. Clintland is like Clinton 59 
except for added crown rust re­ 
sistance. When no rust is pres­ 
ent, the varieties perform about 
the same. When rust is present, 
Clintland is definitely 
superior. 
Clintland should be grown where 
Clinton 59 has performed 
well 
and should replace it as seed be­ 
comes available, the agronomist 
says. 
On fields where no soil test has 
been made Ryder suggests apply­ 
ing 250 to 300 pounds of 4-16-8 or 
3-12-12 fertilizer per acre, or their 
equivalents, at the time of o a t s 
seeding. Legumes seeded in 
the 
oats will use part of this fertilizer 
in getting started, 
Ryder 
says 
band-seeding 
the 
legumes will assure better stands 
and save seed. Usually, he notes, 
farm ers who band-seed 
can 
get 
the same stands with one third less 
seed as those who broadcast it.

The old saying, ‘‘If a little is 
good, more is better” , often can 
get both commercial plant growers

Many crops, such as lettuce, are 
very sensitive to high soluble salts 
which result from 
over-fertiliza­ 
tion, E. L. Drollinger, Ohio State 
University 
extension 
gardening 
specialist, points out. 
Simple calculations will quick­ 
ly show that small applications 
of fertilizer to a bucket, pot, flat, 
or seed bed, if converted to an 
acreage basis, often are equiva­ 
lent to applying several tons of 
fertilizer to the acre. 
The use 
of soluble 
fertilizers, 
dissolved in water and sprinkled on 
the plants, Drollinger says, usual­ 
ly is much safer and the results 
will be as good or better t h a n 
where dry fertilizers are 
worked 
into the soil. 
In cases where plants in 
cold 
frames or hot beds turn yelowish 
green due to nitrogen deficiency, I 
ounce of 16 percent nitrogen car­ 
rier dissolved in a gallon of water 
and then sprinkled over the plants 
until the soil surface is wet, will
